ENOUGH TO KILL ALL 


New York, Aug. 31.—More than six- 


teen million pounds of arsenic, enough 
to kill off the population of the nation 
was imported into the United States last 
year. The»production of white arsenic' 
in the United States in'''1911 was 3,132 
tons, more than double the quantity 
of the preceding year, according to a re- 
port issued by the United States geo- 
logical survey. 
The arsenic was ob- 


tained as a by-product of smelting op- 
erations, and the output is by far the

Experiments conducted oy 
agricultural experiment stations have 
demonstrated the value of» arsenic when 
combined with lime as an effective spray 
against insect pests.

Buried scarcely three feet below the 


surface of the ground, the bones of an 
enormous mastodon were uncovered a 
short time ago on the farm of Judge R. 
S. Alden. a few miles southwest of Fort 
Wayne, by Henry Palmer and Martin 
Greider, workmen engaged in clearing 
the land. The bonei were in such an 
advanced state of decay that Mr. Alden 
was not positive that they belonged to 
any extinct animal, until a jawbone, 
containing two large teeth, was finally 
uncovered. 
Then it was clearly ap- 


parent that a part of a mastodon, or 
mammoth, hud been found, as one of 
the teeth in 'the lower jaw weighed five 
and one-half pounds. 


Still doubting that his find was one of 


importance, the 
bones 
were 
photo- 


graphed and the photographs, with a 
description of the soil and general sur- 
roundings, were sent by Mr. Alden to 
the professors at the University of Chi- 
cago, authorities on prehistoric history 
and zoological facts. 
This week these 


learned men replied to letters from Mr. 
Alden, and tell him from the facts pre- 
sented that the bones uncovered at one 
time formed the skeleton of a masto- 
don. 


They Lived Here. 


Along with ackowledgment 
of

photographs came data telling that this 
section of the country had been a fa- 
vorite romping ground for the mastodon 
a few thousand years ago. First camo

From all indications the middle west- 


ern states, including Indiana and Michi- 
gan, were special foraging grounds for 
the mammoth and the mastodon. Fre- 
quently news comes from some section 
of Indiana that the skeleton of a mas- 
todon has been unearthed, and a num- 
ber of specimens taken from Indiana 
marshes are now gracing favorite space 
in many of the larger museums of the 
world. 


Were in the Marshes. 


Allen couuty alone has produced at 


least four or five mastodon skeletons, 
or portions of them, and noted profes- 
sors have informed local men who arc 
interested 
in ths subject that if the 


marshes of Northern 
Indiana 
were 


drained of their water, many more evi- 
dences could be found proving that this 
part of the state at one time was the 
homo of such animals. 


When the bones were uncovered on 


the farm of Mr. Alden they were found 
in a section of land which until, a few 
years ago was always covered with 
water. 
Messrs. Palmer and Greider 


were digging a ditch when they found 
the bones. 


Before making search for the rest of 


the skeleton, Mr. Alden got in touch 
with 
the Smithsonian Institution 
at 


Washington, but now that he is assured 
thnt the sections taken from the ground 
really formed pnrt of a mammoth skele- 
ton, it is planned to dig for the remain- 
der of the gigantic frame. 


Some of the bones are in such n great 


state of decay that the .exact part of 
the frame from which they came can- 
not be determined. 
The "most recog- 


nizable, portion unearthed at this date, 
however, is a section of the jawbone 
with. two teeth above and two below. 
These were evidently molars, as they 
show signs of the conical formation, 


was as varied as sui-h a heavilv wooded

and unless rapid steps are taken to pre- 
serve the remainder of the skeleton it 
will soon be a great pile of bone dust. 


As far us real value is attached to 


the find, however, it is worthless, for 
the fact that the species was very com- 
mon in this part of the state, atid per- 
fect skeletons of the mastodon, un- 
earthed in Indiana, have been preserved 
in the big museums of the country. One 
is now, and has been for years, in one 
wing of Field's museum at* Chicago. 


Was Old Reservation. 


The farm on which the bones were lo- 


cated is four miles southwest of Fort 
\Vayne and was formerly known as lot 
No. 8, in the Richardville Indian re- 
serve. Years ago the land was in pos- 
session of the Godfrey Indians, but was 
purchased by Judge Alflen at public sale 
about three years ago. 


The exact spot in which the bones 


rested was between the Bluffton road 
and the Little River ditch, in a low 
marshy tract of land, which had been 
under water until twenty years ago, 
having then been drained by "the build- 
ing of the Little River ditch. There is 
a genuine pete bog running for a long 
distance through this section of the 
farm, and the bones were buried in this 
mass of decayed and swampy vegeta 
tion.

Another Is Located. 


According to Prof. Louis Uorn, of Con- 


coriiia college, and other local gentle- 
men, among them being \V. 0. Schicfer, 
another huge mastodon lies buried on 
the Smith farm, just across the Whitley- 
Alleu county line, a short distance from 
Arcola. 


Several years ago workmen engaged 


in cutting timber preparatory to placing 
a ditch through the farm, were cutting 
out roots of trees. Seeing one particu- 
larly large root, a workman with the ax 
attempted to cut it out, nnd the ax 
blade was broken. 
Making closer ex- 


amination it was found thnt they had 
been chopping into a great tusk of solid 
ivory.

ground and measured twelve feet and 
eleven inches in length.

Professor Writes About It. 


According to Prof. S. W. Williston, of 


the University of Chicago, the American, 
miistndnn was ns large or larger than 
the African elephant, nnd its remains 
have been found from the New England 
states to Kansas, and again on the Pa- 
cific slope, but never on the great plains 
or eastern Rocky mountains, and It 
lived during the latter if not the greater 
part of the Pleistocens times, probably 
down to within 10.000 years. 


A Distinguishing Mark. 


"The teeth instead of being nearly 


flat on the grinding surface, like the ele- 
phant's, have high ridges with valleys 
between. 
The larger of the remaining 


teeth found was eight inches in length 
and four in width, nnd what remained 
of one weighed five nnd one-half pounds. 


"Since excavation, the large remnants 


of tusk are 
rapidly separating 
into 


smnller pieces. 


"The ground \rhere the remains were 


found shows considerable settling 
in • 


plncos since the fire nnd on such places 
were quantities of decayed bone, show- 
ing the decay to have largely occurred 
since the, water level was lowered sev- 
eral feet by the Little River drninnije 
system, and air permitted to enter the 
muck around the skeleton. 


"Doubtless the whole skeleton could 


hnve been found prior to the drainage. " ^' 


"The history of similar iinrls in the 


United States show that although the 
mnstodon was ,1 resident of the woods 
nnd higher places, ifs remains Imve only 
been found in valleys nnd on ninrshes 
where on its death by accident or other- 
wise the remains sunk' under water or 
other preservative." 


Either Marshall or Johnson 


May Be Chosen Next 


President. 


IF VOTES TANGLE UP 


(By Gilson Gardner.) 


. Washington, Aug. 31.—Either Hiram 
Johnson or Thomas R. Marshall may be 
the next president of the United States. 
This is not at all an impossible outcome 
of the present campaign. A good many 
•outcomes are possible. 
Indeed, there 


never was a time when the field of po- 
litical speculation was so fascinating. 


Here are a few of the theoretical pos- 


sibilities: 


1. Woodrow Wilson may sweep the 


. country, by "an overwhelming vote. 


2. Theodore Roosevelt may sweep the 


country by an overwhelming vote. 


3. A division of the progressives of 


the country between Roosevelt and Wil- 
son might leave a winning majority to 
Taft. 
(Extremely unlikely.) 


4. No candidate may get a majority 


of the votes in the electoral college, and 
the house of representatives will, under 
the constitution, have to choose a presi- 
dent, while the senate chooses a vice 
president. 
, 


5. The house' of representatives may 


be deadlocked and be unable to choose 
a president. 


G. The senate may be compelled to 


choos.e between two candidates for vice 


president having the highest votes and 
the candidate so chosen may thus serve 
as president. 


It .is not at 
all unlikely that the 


three-sided contest will throw the de- 
cision into the house, of representatives. 
It, is already pretty generally conceded 
that the race is to be between Roosevelt 
and Wilson. . In all test polls taken 
Taft is shown as a very poor third. 
Roosevelt is obviously strong in the 
west. 
Wilson may be stronger in the 


east than Roosevelt. 
If Roosevelt car- 


ries practically all the states west-of 
the Mississippi and breaks even with 
Wilson on the doubtful states of the 
middle west, leaving Wilson ths solid 
south, with Taft gathering in some of 
the old-line republican states like Ver- 
mont, Rhode Island, New Hampshire, 
Delaware, Utah and possibly New" York, 
no candidate would have a majority in 
the electoral college. 


The total number of votes in the elec- 


toral college this year will be 531. A 
majority will be 226. If Taft carries 
the above, named states, he will have 65 
votes in the electoral college. Subtract 
these 65 from the total of 531 and there 
are.left 466 votes to be divided between 
Wilson and Roosevelt. Half of 466 is 
233. Thus .if they should evenly divide 
these votes, neither Roosevelt nor Wil- 
son would have the necessary majority. 
266. 
Thus the election of a president 


would be thrown into the house of rep- 
resentatives. 


On the basis of party affiliations, as 


recordsd in the official congressional di- 
rectory, the house of representatnes 
today stands absolutely deadlocked. The 
constitution provides that in voting for 
president they must observe the unit 
rule—that is, vote by states. But the 
records show the 
states to stand 22 


democratic to 22 republican, with the 
delegates of the. other 'four states even- 
ly divided between {he parties. 
Thus, 


on the basis of state votes, the house 
is deadlocked. 


The constitution provides that the 


members of the house must choose from 
among the three candidates having the. 
Highest votes in the electoral college. 
So the representatives are confined ill 
their choice to Roosevelt, Wilson or 
Taft. 
Assuming that the deadlock re- 


mains unbroken between the date of the 
convening of congress in December and 
-March 4, when Mr. Taft's term expires, 
the office would bq filled by the senate's 
choice of a vice president.

the senate 


shall confine itseli to the two candi- 
dates having the highest vote in the 
electoral college. It is safe to assume 
that this would narrow the choice down 
to Hiram Johnson and Thomas E, Mar- 
shall, eliminating Mr. Sherman.

canno. «i: easily determined on lines of 
party affiliation. 
The 
democrats 
are 


without a majority in the senate and ou 
the other hand the old-line republicans, 
like Penrose, Gallinger 
and 
the rest, 


would not be permitted 
to 
vote for 


Sherman, but must make a choice be- 
tween Hiram Johnson and the demo- 
cratic candidate, Thomas Marshall. As- 
suming that Johnson would be regarded 
as a republican, although a progressive 
and bull mooser, the republicans, plus 
the progressive republicans, could elect 
him. It is'hardly conceivable that men 
like Lodge and Penrose could vote for a 
democrat, Thomas Marshall. 
Ou ths 


other hand, the special privilege sena- 
tors could easily avoid 
the 
issue by 


liaving enough of their party absent 
.themselves to allow the democrats a 
majority and thus by indirection accom- 
plish 
the 
election 
of 
Marshall, -who 


might be more satisfactory to big busi- 
ness than Hiram Johnson. 


If both senate and house should re- 


main deadlocked up to March 4. when 
Mr. Taft will cease to be president, un- 
der the present law the office would be 
filled ad interim by the secretary of 
state, Philander 
C. Knox. 
until such 


time as a new election could be held.
